they 


may decide it is to their advantage 
to do .so- 
This inter-locking of in- 


terests through directors, while not 
necessarily indica-ting a purpose 
of 


monopoly, certainly affords an incen- 
tive and a means to combination-." 


Mr. Smith, urging the immediate 


formulation of a definite policy 
of 


developing the remaining 'water pow- 
er sites on the public domain, rec- 
ommends, generally 
speaking, that 


the government retain the ultimate 
control of these sites. They should be 
developed at once, he declares, not, 
only to conserve the fuel supply of 
the' country, but because they are. 
fast passing into private control. 
It 


3s estimated that the water 
power 


now in use saves 33,000,000- tons of 
coal annually, and. Mr. Smith adds, 
the water power resource is not ex- 
pended in its using. 


The problem of development, 
the 


commissioner continues, cannot

Recognizing that the most efficient 


use of water power requires a con^

lease the sites at a rental fairly rep- 
resenting its natural 
value." The

patients in the past month. Forty-two 
patients in all were cared for in Feb- 
ruary, 11 of whom 
we/e 
charity 


patients; of these latter each averaged 
13 days, making a total of 143 days of 
free service. 
Both charity and pay 


"patients made an average 
of 16 6-7 


each day. As this is a larger number 
than the house can accommodate it 
can readily be seen why we have had 
to resort to the use of 
rooms 
and 


halls not intended for hospital beds. 


Among other patients

homeless 


baby has been cared for, a bright and 
attractive scrap of humanity, which 
has won the hearts of all who have 
seen it. It is for this babe and others 
like it that we desire to make an ap- 
peal at this time for baby clothes. We 
ought to have a good supply of such 
clothing to draw from when such cases 
require our care. Another urgent need 
now is a supply of pillows. With so 
many patients to provide for our pres- 
ent number fs wholly inadequate. A 
donation of eight or ten pillows would 
be acceptable. If any housekeeper can 
spare even one, or a feather bed no 
longer used, which can be made up 
into pillows, call on 
Mrs.

Thomas of North Fifth street and tell 
her what you can do. She is chair- 
man of the house committee and will 
gladly receive any donations and also 
acquaint you with other needs. If you 
cannot contribute pillows you may be 
willing to furnish some greatly need- 
ed screens.

SPEEDY WORK AT TAILORING 


From Shearing of Wool From Sheep's 


Back to Finished Garment Ac- 


complished in One Day. 


A man walked into a tailoring shop, 


the other day and asked to have a 
coat made. 
"When do you want the garment?" 


asked the tailor. 


"This evening. I want to wear it to 


a dinner." 


"Impossible!" cried the tailor. "Make 


a coat in a day—unheard of!" 


Yet it has been done—yes, from the 


shearing of the wool from the sheep's 
back to the finished garment. 
This 


feat was accomplished as far back as 
1811 by John Coveter, near Newbury, 
in England. 


At five o'clock in the morning Mr. 


Coveter was presented two Southdown 
Wedn«r sheep. At first the sheep were 
shorn, the wool spun, the yarn spooled, 
warped, loomed and wove. After that 
the cloth was burred, milled, rowed, 
dyed, pressed, and late in the after- 
noon put in the hands of the tailors. 


By half-past si>x the coat was fin- 


ished, and Mr. Covetsr presenter! it to 
one of the gentlemen of the town amid 
the thundering applause of 5,000 spec- 
Utort.

Washington, March lo.-[Special.]- 


A new era has dawned in pension ie<-- 
islation. For more than a dozen years 
there nas simply been a race between 
tbe house on one side ana the senate 
on the other as to which body could 
put through the largest number of pri- 
vate pension bills in the shortest possi- 
ble time 


As the contest grew warmer a scheme 


was devised to bunch the bills in one 
J~rge omnibus measure so that they 
could be expedited. 
The clerks gal- 


loped through these omnibus bills, 
touching a page once in five or six 
leaves of the bill. No one paid any at- 
tention to them save the members of 
the pension committees. 


But there has been a halt in ttie 


speedy manner of pension legislation. 
Georgia has come to the rescue. Sen- 
ator Hoke 'Smith in the senate debated 
a pension bill and put it over for a day. 
Ordinarily it would have passed in 
ten minutes. Eodenberg, Tribble and 
Howard fought and filibustered a day 
in the house, and. while they could not 
prevent the passage of one of the om- 
nibus bills, they held it back for some 
time. 


, 
"Plenty of Time." 


Minority Leader Mann compels a 


rather strict enforcement of the rules 
of the house and is willing to see as 
much time occupied as possible on the 
special days set apart for consideration 
of bills under the new rules, adopted 
against his protest. When a Democrat 
pleads with him to allow more speed 
in otder to give attention to the appro- 
priation bills he alwajs replies that 
theie is "plenty of time." 


Mann hopes to force the Democrats 


to resort to the most czarlike methods 
in order to pass some of the bills. He 
does not look for an early adjournment 
of this session. 


"Put Oscar Over." 


One of the shrewd politicians from 


the south was discussing the presi- 
dential situation in the Democratic par- 
ty, anil just at that moment Oscar Un- 
derwood passed by. 


"When the leaders get together at 


Baltimore," remarked the man from 
the south, "they will decide to put Os- 
car over.

•we can nominate. 
He can beat Taft, 


and it looks to me as if Taft is the 
man that we have got to beat in this 
campaign."

There is only one Smith in the sen- 


ate who does just as the "elder states- 
men" would have him. That is John 
Walter of Maryland. The others are 
"doing things" to wreck senatou.il 
dignity and precedent. 
Ellison Du- 


IJant of South Carolina is only a mild 
offender, but the others—oh, my! Why, 
Hoke Smith began his term only -with 
this session and, having something to 
say, has said it. Besides, he has at- 
tacked and held up a pension bill for 
two days 
He does not seem to mind 


the pained expression upon the faces 
of those who have been running the 
senate. 


And only the other day William 


Alden Smith of Michigan said right 
out in open senate, "I think I will for 
the first time take a little liberty with 
the parliamentary procedure of the 
senate and ask for a recess myself." 


"I am supposed to be in charge of 


the matter under consideration," re- 
marked Senator Lodge severely. The 
idea I hat a senator who has been there 
onh six years taking it upon himself 
to move a recess or an adjournment or 
to go into executive session was noth- 
ing more than astounding. Such mo- 
tions belong to senators of experience.

Beware the fast after a day of out- 


of-the-ordinary feasting. Abrupt tran- 
sitions are bad alike for body and 
mind. 


Is it traditional in your family to 


have a lordly roast turkey on family 
feast days, if they were in the tuikey 
season? 
Then the remains of the 


bird, either in patties or croquets -nil! 
help you keep from fasting after the 
first dinner of the new year. 
But 


there is another shape for the re- 
mains—one which 1 have not so far 
seen in print. Pick up the meat, free 
it of skin, bone and gristle, cut in 
bits, not too fine, and pack a layer of 
it neatly at the bottom of a buttered 
paper bag mould 
Dot with bits of 


stuffing if any remains, also gravy 
from the dish—made gra\y is too 
heavy. 
Cover the meat layer with a 


layer of cranberry sauce and put meat 
on that, also seasoning 
Repeat till 


all th meat and sauce are used. If 
the bulk is scant, put in a middle 
layer of toasted bread crumbs. Cover 
the top layer of cranberries with 
crumbs rather thickly. Slip the mould 
inside another bag and cook about 
eight minutes. 
Serve either hot or 


cold. 
Excellent lor luncheon or tea. 


Most likely the baron of beef was 


but half eaten. 
Cut the best of it 


into neat slices half an inch thick, 
two inches wide and four inches long 
Dip them in melted butter, roll in a 
little salted flour, sprinkle lightly 
with vinegar or lemon juice and let 
them stand an hour in a warm place, 
keeping them well covered. Make a 
good crust, shortening it with suet 
or drippings if possible, and putting 
in a little more salt than for pastry. 
Roll it a quarter-inch thick and line 
with, it a mould, either tin or paper 
bag, of sufficient size. 
The mould 


must be well-greased, and if made 
from a bag, clipped extra-tight at the 
corners. Lay upon the bottom slices 
of meat, letting them lap a little, I 
shingle-wise. 
Cover this layer with" 


thin sliced onions, sliced and peeled 
white potatoes and the sliced yolk of 
a very hard-boiled egg. Season very 
lightly with salt and pepper, then 
put on another layer of meat. Bread 
crumbs or slips of crust may alternate 
with Ihe vegetables or take their 
place 
Whatever is used do not over- 


fill the mould. Put a lajer of crust I 
in strips on top, or else a thick coat- \ 
^ing of crumbs. Pour over melted but | 
"~ter, enough to '.season well, and an 
equal quantity of tomato catsup ot 
.tomatoes stewed to a pulp. If jou 
like a lattice crust or a solid one, 
put in the butter and tomatoes before 
adding it. 
Pour in a tablespoonful 


of boiling water also, put on the top 
set the mould in a very well-greased 
bag and cook thirty-five to fifty min 
utes, according to size. The result 
should be a beefsteak pie as tasteful 
as ever came out of the oven. 


The snippets and trimmings ol 


the roast, minced fine or ground 
mixed well through mashed potato 
and cooked in a greased bag, eithei 
in one big cake or many smaller ones 
provide excellent supper fare. 
Ten 


minutes of baking is enough 


Meat and rice pudding can be 


cooked either directly in the bag ot 
put in a mould and then in a bag Tc 
make it, throw a cup of well-washed 
rice into a kettleful of salted water 
that is boiling hard. 
Stir once—nc 


more—and boil eighteen to twenty 
minutes. Drain away all water, then 
stir into the hot rige a large spoonful 
,of butter, a cup of rich milk, beaten 
up well with two eggs, salt and pep 
per to taste, and two cupfuls of finely J 
minced cold meat very lightly dusted 
with corn starch. 
Pour on a little j 


tomato catsup or add a half-cup ol 
dry tomato pulp. 
Dot lightly with 


butter or sprinkle with grated cheese 
Cook for twelve minutes in a hoi 
oven and serve from the mould. 


If the rice and meat pudding is foi 


children, leave out the pepper ana 
catsup. 
By making the 
mixture,' 


stiffer, leaving out part of the mills t 
and adding a little flour, you can' 
shape it into balls, dip them in egg' 
and bread crumbs and bake inside 
a thickly-greased bag to a light brown 
Instead of lice, whole wheat bread 
crumbs can be mixed with the meat,, 
then the mixture bound together witli 
egg- beaten m milk, seasoned lightly' 
with salt and sweet herbs, also a little 
melted butter, and cooked m a bag 
ten minutes 
All that requires cook I 


ing is the egg and milk, as the meal' 
and crumbs are already well done 


Shredded wheat biscuit, crumbled 


fine, make the basis of a very good 
nursery pudding. 
Take two cups o! 


crumbs, two cups finely chopped ap 
pie, half a cup of butter creamed witli 
one cup of sugar, half a cup of rai 
sins well-floured, half a cup of floui 
sifted with one teaspoonftil baking 
powder, and one cup sweet milk add 
ed to two well-beaten eggs. 
Put it' 


a pinch of salt, beat all well together 
pour into a mould which is very well 
greased, set the mould inside a baa 
and bake very slowly for an hour ano 
a half. 


Here is a sort of rice pudding with 


out 'eggs, entirely possible to the 
paper bag. 
Wash very well a scan! 


half-cup of rice, mix it with a cup 
of seeded raisins cut in half, a cuy 
of sugar, a teaspoonful of butter and 
a large cup of milk. Put all in a verj 
-well-buttered 
bag, seal 
and 
cook 


slowly for an hour and a half.

"Every child 'between the ages of 
and 14 years must attend public, 


jarochial or private school for 
the 


:ull -time that the school is in ses- 
sion. 
Such attendance must 
begin 


with the first week.

"All children between the ages ol 


14 and 16 years of age, not engaged 
n some regular employment and not 
iaving; received an age and schooling 
certificate issued by the superintend- 
ent of schools, must attend 
school 


for the full 
term 
in 
which 
the 


schools are in session. 
"No child under 16 years of age 
shall be employed by any 
person, 


company or corporation 
while 
the 


public schools are in session, unless 
such child has been granted an age 
and schooling .certificate by the su- 
perintendent, of schools. 


"Tn order to receive a certificate 


to quit school, a child must be 14 
years of age aii.il'must have 
passed 
.through the fifth grade and his as- 
sistance must t3 very necessary to 
his own support or the support of his 
family bufunfter no conditions is it 
possible to issue tn-e certificate to a 
child under 14 years of age or to a 
r-liiVi Who has not passed the 
fifth 


grade. 
"Every child between the ages 01 


S nnd 14, or 14 and 10, who is tru- 
ant from'school, or- who is incorrig- 
ible, vicious or immoral in cpnduct, 
or who wanders about 
the streets 


and nubile places during school hours 
'shall be deemed a. delinquent child 
and shall be subject to the provis- 
ions of law.

"Whoever, being 
the parent 
or 


guardian in charge of a child be- 
tween 8 and 16 years of age, fails.-to 
cause such child to r attend 
school 
after having been notified by . the 
truant officer, shall be fine'd not Ifefcs 
than $5 nor more .than $20. In case 
the 'parent or other person, in charge 
proves inability to control the'child, 
then the child' shall be committed to 
the children's home, to a house of 
refuge or industrial 
home, or to 


some reformatory." 
• • 
Parents and others are requested 


to comply with the above laws. The 
truant officer-is required by law.to 
enforce them and should not be crit- 
icised for doing his sworn duty. It is 
the intent of the superintendent of 
schools .to insist upon their enforce- 
ment for the reason that he believes 
that every child is entitled to 
the 


rudiments of an "education. Citizens 
who are aware of children who are 
not in attendance at school will con- 
fer a favor by reporting their names 
to the superintendent of schools or 
to the truant officsr.

mine the relative importance and 
value for commerce and designate the 
inter-county roads ao as to form as 
near as practicable continuous and 


Look Who Is Here 


Roada Federation calls the attention 
of the voters of the state to the pro- 
visions of the act of the general as- 
sembly of June 8, 1911, and Known 
as the McGuire bill, in so far as it 
relates to the inter-county system of 
roads. 


The language of sections 8, 9, 10 


and 11 of the act Is found In the 
session laws, published by the state, 
or in Bulletin No. 14, Issued by the 
state highway department, is as fol- 
lows: 


"Section 8. Within 60 days after 


the passage of this act, the county 
commissioners shall, upon request

receipt of the copy or blue print pro- 
vided for in th* preceding section, the

County Engineer Cowen has sub 


mltted to the county commissioners 
a detailed report on every highway 
In Hamilton county, O, which is re- 
quired under a new law to be made 
to the state highway commissioner, 
with a mac showing the route of each 
road. 


Th« report shows there are 737 65 


miles of road in Hamilton count, ex- 
clusive of those within Cincinnati cor- 
poration lines, of which 438 94 are 
macadamized, 424,41 in water bound 
and 14.53 in bituminous system, 178 15 
gravel and 120 56 dirt reads. During 
the year 3818 miles of these roads 
were oiled The report further shows 
that there now remain but 5 38 miles 
of pike on which toll is collected. The 
map shows the routes of the different 
roads and the kind of roads by colors.
